Don't Be "Fuelish”.. . 

Keep Your Car In Shape 
Last week EYES & EARS listed some 
of the ways you can stretch your 
miles-per-gallon simply by keeping 
your vehicle in top condition. Here 
are some more ways to get the most 
for our gasoline dollar. 


è Check the tires! 


Underinflated tires can cut one or 
more miles from your car's mpg. 
Driving on gravel roads reduces 
mileage by about 35 percent com- 
pared to driving on smooth, paved 
roads. 

Improper front-end alignment can 
cut mpg by about one-third mile. 
Snow tires and studden tires also in- 
crease friction and reduces mpg; so 
if you don't live in snow country, 
don't use snow tires! Radial tires on 
the other hand will boost mileage by 


-about six percent, in many cases. 


e Car accessories will reduce 
mileage. 

When you flick on your air- 
conditioner you immediately lose 
about 10 percent of your mpg; if you 
use an air-conditioner in stop- 
and-go traffic, you can reduce your 
mpg by as much as 20 percent! 

If you're using power steering, it's 
cutting your mileage by about one 
mile. Other accessories such as 
lights, heater, defroster and radios 
consume extra fuel and shouldn't be 
used needlessly. 

If the bulk of your driving is city 
traffic, an automatic transmission 
can cost eight percent more in 
mileage than a properly shifted 
manual transmission. Your automa- 
tic transmission does not reduce 
mileage to any great degree when 
your driving is on the open 
highway. 

è The faster you drive the more fuel 
you burn! 

Driving at a steady speed instead 
of speeding up and slowing down a 
lot (which tailgating requires) can 
save you as much as four miles per 
gallon. If the steady speed you drive 
at is 55 mph instead of 70, you'll in- 
crease your mileage by about 20 
percent! 





e Watch the way you drive! 


Short trips are one of the biggest 
gasoline gulpers. Because the en- 
gine doesn't have time to peroperly 
warm up to full efficiency, a short 
trip can require up to 70 percent 
more fuel than a longer trip! It's 
wiser to combine your short trips into 
one carefully planned long trip. 

Warming up your car is another 
wasteful practice; your car always 
consumes a few ounces of gasoline 
each time you start it and about half 
that amount for each minute it idles. 
It is much wiser to drive slowly for 
the first couple of miles to warm up 
your car. Pumping the accelerator 
repeatedly before starting the en- 
gine can also cost you as much as a 
gallon of gasoline each week. 

Watch for jackrabbit starts; if 
you're guilty, you're burning twice 
the gasoline you would use if you 
started slow and easy.
